Meeting opened via zoom with Ray Dunetz of Ray Dunetz 
Landscape Architecture. Objective is to make the back of the 
columbarium more assessable and visually appealing and what 
can be done with the circle in front. 
a. The back shows erosion from storm water falling from the 
top of the columbarium. Drip strip could be placed on top. 
i. Concept A; pervious stone over fabric will protect 
from erosion and most weeds. Stabilized stone 
dust with metal edging could be used. Path could 
be 42” and ADA compliant. Wetland seed mix 
could be used. We will not relocate drains. 
ii. Concept B; porous resin could be poured. 
b. Columbarium circle 
i. Concept A; stamped concrete or cobblestone 
paving with a radial bench. Cobblestones would 
not be ADA compliant but we do have the existing 
path. A radial bench was suggested. 
ii. Concept B; plant bed and/or scatter garden. A 
granite seat bench with wood slats could surround 
the circle. 


We could look into staining the concrete that is in place but 
how would it look on top of the existing color. We could 
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consider an aggregate to go on top also or would it be cost 

effective to remove the existing and replace with something 
else. Suggestion might be to cover it but what about the life 
span. Watering a plant bed would be difficult as there is not 
an irrigation system in place. 


As for the back, stone dust was a concern. Porous pavement 
such as GeoBondX could be considered. 


Ray will have pricing for several options and should be able 
to have it done by next meeting, October 12, 2022.
